Rule  7G. 

LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  T^egis- 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1S07  ” — whether  for  tlie  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  R.iilway,  'I’ramway,  'I’urnpike  Road, 
'i’elegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work  ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry  ;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act — 
shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers 
to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  sutficiently  the 
location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf 
of  tlie  applicant.  Such  notice  shall  be  published 
in  the  British  Columbia  Gazette  and  in  one  daily 
and  one  weekly  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
narts  of  the  I’rovince.  AVhen  the  proposed  Private 
Bill  is  of  a  local  nature,  the  notice  shall  be  further¬ 
more  published  in  some  newspaper  in  the  electoral 


district  aH'cctcd,  or  if  there  be  lio  newspaper 
therein,  then  in  the  nearest  electoral  district  in 
whii'h  a  ni'Wspaper  is  published.  Such  notice  shall 
in  all  cases  Is?  <-onliuue(l  for  a  iteriod  of  six  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  lietween  the  close  of 
tin?  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  iietition. 

72.  No  1’i‘tition  for  any  Private  P.ill  sliall  be 
receivi'd  by  the  House  after  the  liist  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Si'ssion,  noi-  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
s.ame  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  I’riv.-ite 
Bills,  who  shall  rejiort  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  tliis  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore¬ 
said  the  promoters  of  any  I’rivate  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  us  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.

The  Trustees  may  provide  an  additional  ])oint  of 
delivery  for  any  iiarcel  of  land  ui)on  the  owner 
making  written  application  then'for  and  paying  a 
bonus  of  such  amount  as  to  the  9’rustees  aiijicars 
just  and  reasonable,  and  they  may  thereafter  charge 
against  the  land  afl’ected  and  the  owner  thereof  a 
special  annual  toll  for  the  mainteimnce  and  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  works  made  necessary  to  comiily  with 
th(!  said  application,  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes, 
tolls,  rentals,  and  charges  payable  in  respect  of  the 
land  affected. 

The  First  Assessment  Roi.i,. 

12.  The  lands  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the 
district  shall  for  the  first  assessment  bo  classified 
into  four  grades  upon  the  following  method  of 
grading:  - 

Craih'  “  :  Comprising  all  arable  land  which 

has  at  any  lime  been  irrigati’d  and  for  which 
the  imiu'ovomeni  district  is  in  a  position  to 
sup[)ly  water  from  its  gravity  irrigation  sys¬ 
tem  in  the  irrigating  season  of  I92.T: 

Crude  “  B”:  Comprising  all  arable  land  which 
has  at  any  tune  been  supiilied  with  water 
drawn  from  North  'riiomiison  River  by  means 
of  any  of  the  immping  systems  operated  by 
the  improvement  district: 

Crade  Comprising  all  land  which  can  be 

siqqilied  with  water  drawn  from  North 
Thompson  River  by  me.ans  of  any  of  the 
immiiing  systems  operated  by  the  imiu-ove- 


ment  district  and  of  which  the  cost  of  pre¬ 
paring  the  land  for  irrigation  is  not  so  great 
as  to  make  it  economically  unfit  for  irriga¬ 
tion,  and  which  is  not  classified  as  Grade 
“  B  ” : 

Grade  “  D  ”  :  Comprising  all  other  land  within 
the  territorial  limits. 

Special  Provisions. 

13.  The  improvement  district  shall  acquire  all 
the  right,  title,  and  interest  of  the  Ileffley  Creek 
Irrigation  District,  incorporated  on  the  fourteenth 
day  of  April,  1920,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
the  “  Drainage,  Dyking,  and  Development  Act,” 
in,  to.  and  upon  the  works  heretofore  held  or  oper¬ 
ated  by  the  said  Heflley  Creek  Irrigation  District, 
and  all  appurtenances  thereto,  and  all  sums  owing 
to  the  said  Hedley  Creek  Irrigation  District  in  re¬ 
spect  of  tolls  fixed  or  charged  by  the  Commission¬ 
ers  thereof. 

14.  The  improvement  district  shall  be  charged 
with  and  liable  for  the  repayment  to  the  Crown 
in  the  right  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  of 
all  moneys  expended  by  the  Minister  of  I.ands  for 
the  acquisition,  construction,  maintenance,  and  re¬ 
pair  of  the  works  to  be  acquired  by  the  improve¬ 
ment  district  as  aforesaid  and  remaining  unpaid, 
and  the  payment  of  all  unpaid  interest  accrued  and 
to  accrue  on  the  said  moneys  from  the  dates  of 
their  expenditure,  and  the  said  improvement  dis¬ 
trict  shall  also  be  charged  with  and  liable  for  the 
payment  of  all  other  outstanding  lawful  debts  of 
the  said  Ileffiey  Creek  Irri.gation  District. 

15.  Before  supplying  any  water  to  any  laud 
within  the  improvement  district  in  respect  of  which 
there  remained  unpaid  immediately  prior  to  the 
disiucorporation  of  the  said  Heflley  Creek  Irrigation 
District  any  tolls  fixed  or  charged  by  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  of  the  said  district  in  the  years  1921,  1922, 
192.3.  or  1924,  the  Trustees  of  the  improvement  dis¬ 
trict  shall  demand  and  recover  from  each  and  every 
owner  of  such  laud  payment  of  the  said  tolls  and 
of  all  interest  thereon: 

16.  (1.)  The  taxes  to  be  levied  in  respect  of  the 
cost  of  acquisition  of  the  works  acquired  by  the 
imiu’ovement  district  inirsuant  to  clause  1.3  hereof 
upon  any  land  classified  in  the  first  asse.ssment 
roll  of  the  improvement  district  as  Grade  “  A  ”  may 
be  commuted  by  the  owner  of  the  land  upon  pay¬ 
ment  to  the  improvemeut  district  of  a  sum  of 
money  be:iring  the  same  ratio  to  the  sum  represent¬ 
ing  ninety-two  per  centum  of  the  said  cost  of  acqui¬ 
sition  as  the  area  in  acres  of  the  owner’s  land  which 
is  classified  as  Grade  “  A  ”  in  the  said  assessment 
roll  Ileal'S  to  the  total  area  in  acres  of  all  the  land 
in  the  imin-ovement  district  which  is  classified  as 
Grade  “  A  ’’  in  the  said  assessment  roll. 

(2.)  The  taxes  to  be  levied  in  respect  of  the 
cost  of  acquisition  of  the  works  acquired  by  the 
imiu'ovement  district  pursuant  to  clause  13  hereof 
upon  any  land  which  is  classified  in  the  first  assess¬ 
ment  roll  of  the  improvement  district  as  Grade  ‘‘  B  ” 
or  Grade  “  C  ’’  may  be  commuted  by  the  owner  of 
the  land  upon  iiayment  to  the  improvement  dis¬ 
trict  of  a  sum  of  money  bearing  the  same  ratio  to 
the  sum  reiiresenling  eight  per  centum  of  the  said 
cost  of  ac(|uisition  as  the  combined  area  in  acres 
of  the  portions  of  the  owner’s  land  which  arc 
classified  as  Grade  “B”  or  Grade  ‘‘ C  ”  in  the 
said  assessment  roll  bears  to  the  total  area  in  acres 
of  all  the  land  in  the  improvement  district  which 
is  classified  as  Grade  “  B  ’’  or  Grade  “  C  ”  in  the 
said  assessment  roll. 

17.  Sul'sect  ion  (1)  of  section  267  of  the  “Water

[  rights  and  jirivileges  of  diverting,  storing,  and  carry¬ 
ing  water  granted  under  any  licence  for  irrigation 
purpose  apiuirlenant  to  land  within  the  said  im¬ 
provement  district  shall  be  exercisable  only  by  the 
improvement  district  or  its  assigns,  and  it  shall 
h.ave  the  side  right  to  the  use  of  all  works  for  divert¬

THE  HONOURABLE  THE  ADMINISTRATOR 
IN  COUNCIL. 

To  the  Honourahle  the  Administrator  in  Council: 

HE  UNDERSIONED  has  the  honour  to 
report : — 

1.  That  by  virtue  of  section  108,  Schedule  .3,  of 
the  “  British  North  America  Act,”  and  of  the 
Order  of  Her  Late  Majesty  in  Council  dated  IGth 
May,  1871,  public  harbours  in  British  Columbia 
became  the  property  of  Canada  as  of  the  20th  day 
of  .luly,  A.D.  1871. 

2.  That  some  doubt  has  existed  as  to  what  is 
comprised  in  the  exi)ression  “  public  harbours  ”  in 
Schedule  3  of  the  ”  British  North  America  Act,” 
and  it  has  been  held  by  the  .Iiidicial  Committee  of 
the  Privy  Council  that  the  (piestion  whether  any 
harbour  or  any  particular  p.art  thereof  is  included 
is  a  question  of  fact  dependent  upon  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  each  case,  but  that  a  natural  harbour 
not  actually  used  for  harbour  purposes  at  the  date 
of  the  Union  is  not  included. 

3.  That  it  is  desirable  in  the  ))ublic  interest  that 
the  {)roperty  which  belongs  to  Canada  under  the 
designation  “  public  harbours  ”  should  be  definitely 
ascertained,  and  negotiations  liave  accordingly  been 
carried  on  between  tin;  Dominion  and  Provincial 
Covernments  with  a  view  to  reaching  a  settlement 
of  all  outstanding  (piestions  between  the  two  (Jov- 
ernments  in  this  connection,  and  agreeing  upon 
certain  defined  areas  as  Ixnng  the  property  of 
I'aiiiida  under  said  designation. 

4.  That  as  the  result  of  conferences  bciwi'en 
the  laqu'c.senta fives  of  the  two  (iovernments  it  has 
been  nnitually  agreed  that  the  Harbours  of  Victoria, 
Escjuimalt,  Nanaimo,  Alberni,  Burrard  lidet,  .and 
New  Westminster,  as  (hascribed  in  the  Schedule 
attached  In-reto  marked  “A,”  and  as  shown  by  the 
respective  maps  annexed  th(>rcto,  were  .and  are 
public  harbours  within  the  nKaming  (d'  Schednh'  3 
of  the  “British  North  America  .\ct  ”  and  became 
and  ar(>  tin'  property  of  Canada  tin'ia'under. 

r>.  Thiit  it  has  b('(‘n  further  agreed  betwc'CTi  tin' 
twa)  (Joverninents  that  the  owin'rship  of  iill  otlu'r 
ungranftal  fon'shore  of  tidal  or  non-fidal  wafei's 
and  lands  covered  with  wat('r  in  British  Columbia, 
except  any  foreshore  and  lands  coveia'd  with  water 
within  the  Riiilway  Belt,  belong  to  and  are  vested 
iti  the  Province. 

G.  That  it  has  be('n  further  agreed  (hat  any 
grants  or  ti'ansfi'rs  by  one  (lovernment  fo  the 
other  shall  not  be  alU'Cted  by  this  <)rder.  and  all 
sucli  grants  and  transfers  which  may  have  been 


made  prior  to  the  date  hereof  shall  be  ratified  and 
confirmed  by  this  Order,  and,  moreover,  that  noth¬ 
ing  herein  contained  shall  alTect  the  title  of  the 
Dominion  to  any  lauds  or  property  acquired  under 
any  other  provision  of  the  “  British  North  America 
Act,”  or  otherwise  than  by  virtue  of  the  designation 
“  public  harbours”  in  the  said  Act. 

7.  That  it  has  been  further  agreed  that  where 
the  Dominion  (lovernment  has  prior  to  the  date  of 
this  Order  treated  as  a  public  harbour  a  harbour 
other  than  Victoria.  Esquimalt,  Nanaimo  Alberni, 
Burrai'd  Inlet,  and  New  Westminster,  the  Govern- 
nu'nt  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  will  con¬ 
sider  the  transfer  of  such  part  or  parts  of  such 
harbour  as  may  reasonably  be  required  by  the 
Dominion  (lovernment  for  public  purposes. 

8.  That  the  Province  will  set  aside  certain  sites 
which  have  already  been  occupied  by  the  Dominion 
Government  for  the  purpose  of  marine  administra¬ 
tion,  and  will  also  set  aside  from  time  to  time 
such  further  sites  as  may  reasonably  be  required 
by  the  Dominion  for  such  purposes. 

9.  That  the  Dominion  will  furnish  to  the  Prov¬ 
ince  full  particulars  of  all  grants,  quit-claims,  and 
leases  or  other  concessions  which  may  have  been 
granted  by  the  Dominion  in  respect  of  foreshore  or 
lands  covered  with  water  in  British  Columbia,  and 
being  outside  the  limits  of  the  said  six  public 
harbours  hereinbefore  defined,  and  being  outside 
the  Railway  Belt,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the 
Province  to  consider  and  determine  the  terms  and 
conditions  upon  which  any  such  grant,  quit-claim, 
or  concession  should  be  confirmed  prior  to  confirma¬ 
tion  of  the  said  grant,  quit-claim,  or  concession  by 
the  Province. 

10.  That  the  Province  will  furnish  to  the  Domin¬ 
ion  full  particulars  of  all  grants,  quit-claims,  and 
leases  or  other  concessions  which  may  have  been 
granted  by  the  Province  in  respect  of  foreshore  or 
lauds  covered  with  water  in  British  Columbia,  and 
being  within  the  limits  of  the  said  six  public 
harbours  hereinbefore  defined,  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  the  Dominion  to  consider  and  determine 
the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  any  such 
grant,  (juit  claim,  or  concession  should  be  confirmed 
prior  to  confirmation  of  the  said  grant,  quit-claim, 
or  concession  by  the  Dominion. 

11.  That  any  foreshore  or  land  covered  with 
water  within  the  boundaries  of  the  six  harbours 
mentioned,  as  defined  by’ the  said  descriptions  and 
plans,  which  have  heretofore  been  granted,  quit¬ 
claimed,  leased,  or  otherwise  dealt  with  by  the 
Province  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  Dominion  Gov¬ 
ernment,  subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
the  Dominion  may  prescribe,  and  that  where  the 
Dominion  Government  has  heretofore  granted,  quit¬ 
claimed,  leased,  or  otherwise  dealt  with  any  fore¬ 
shore  or  lands  covered  with  water  located  outside 
the  boundaries  of  the  six  harbours  aforesaid,  and 
outside  the  Railway  Belt,  the  same  shall  be  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  Province,  subject  to  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  the  I’rovince  may  prescribe. 

And  to  recommend  : — 

12.  'riiat  the  agreement  above  recited  be  ratified 
and  confirmed. 

13.  That  all  the  right,  title,  and  interest  (if  any) 
of  the  I’rovince  of.  in.  and  to  the  foreshore  iind 
lands  covered  with  water  within  the  bound.-iries  of 
tin'  six  harbours  above  mentioned,  as  defined  by  the 
said  descriptions  and  plans.  In'  and  the  same  is 
hen'by  transferred  to  the  Dominion'. 

14.  'I'liat  this  Order,  if  approvi'd.  shall  come  into 
full  force  and  ell’ect  as  soon  as  an  Order  has  been 
P!iss('(l  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General 
in  Gouncil  ratifying  and  confirming  the  agreenn'iit 
above  s('t  forth,  and  triinsferring  to  tin'  Province 
the  inti'r('st  (if  any)  of  tin'  Dominion  in  any 
ungranted  foreshore  of  tidal  or  non-tidal  waters 
and  lands  covered  with  waU'r  in  British  Golumbia, 
outside  the  boundaries  of  the  six  harboui's  above 
nn'iitioind,  as  (h'lined  by  the  said  description  and 
lihms  outsid('  the  Railway  Belt. 

And  to  further  r('comnn'nd  : —
